London, Feb. 17. — A terrible scan- 
dal is reported from Thedford affecting 
the character of a prominent clergy- 
man, who has absconded. Late last 
fall this clergyman is said to havo vio- 
lated a girl of tonder years in a ravine 
north of tho. village. . Ho was detected 
by a young man, a. resident of the vil- 
lage, whose word .has always been 
looked upon as reliable.

Eastern manufacturers aro greatly 
interested in a reported discovery of a 
method for utilizing crude petroleum 
as fuel. It is asserted that to produce 
combustion nothing more is necessary 
than by means of an atomizer to unite 
dry steam and crude petroleum, only a 
common inch pipe being used for this 
purpose, one for steam, the other fur 
oil, with cocks to regulate the flow. 
The junction is made within six inches 
of a perforated brick retort, which the 
nozzle enters, and instantly.on a match 
being applied, the whole interior of tho 
furnace (an ordinary revcrberatory 
smelting furnace) becomes intensely 
heated, so much so that all the exposed 
surfaces may be easily fused. If ap- 
plied to a steam boiler on a locomotivo 
or on shipboard it is only necessary to 
place the retorts, made of fire clay, on 
tho grate-bars.thus protecting tin* boiler 
plates from injury. Said the manager 
of the Pennsylvania railroad: — " We 
can now run a locomotive from Nei 
York to Philadelphia for four dollar 
instead of an expenso of some $"25, as 
at presont,with coal." More than this, 
the fuel creates no gas, smoke ashes or 
cinders — in corroboration of which 
statement the spectators were asked to 
observe the interior of the furnace and 
the opening of tho tluo above tho roof. 
Mr. MAOKEY, the inventor, reminded 
the spectators of what liquid fuel might 
do for tho elevated railways and of the 
revolution to be effected in steiitn navi- 
gation, Said he: — "We have the sys- 
tem in perfect working in a boiler at 
the Jersey City water works in Belle- 
ville, and have demonstrated more than 
what we have said to bo true. "Why," 
said he, "wo have only to make a 
rotort full of holes, where the gas is 
generated, and placing it on the grate 
bars of any furnace nothing 'else is re- 
quired but to turn on the steam and 
oil, or for that matter, co>>! tar, or the 
refuse of an oil refinery will do just as 
well, and one fireman can tend to a 
dozen furnaces just as easy as one, for 
all he has to do is to keep up steam." 
He affirmed that the now motive power 
could be used at one-oighth the cost of 
coal. Indeed, the cost was so tritling 
for ordinary purposes as to be too small 
for easy calculation. Tho gentlemen 
present engaged in a general conversa- 
tion, expressing themselves in refer- 
ence to the great changes to take plaeo 
in running engines and machinery, all 
seeming to bo firm in the faith that 
great results aro in the immediate fu- 
ture. Mr. MoCrae, superintendent of 
the motive power on the Pennsylvania 
railroad, said immediately: "This is 
just the thing we want and have been 
long trying for." The only difficulty 
heretofore has been in the combustion 
— in the mode applying the fuel. On 
the New Jersey Midland railroad not 
lot g ago they thought ihey had the 
riglit thing beyond a doubt and went 
so far as to organize a companv with 
§2,000,000 to apply it; but the plan did 
not work. Several of the steamship 
lines, too, have tried it with no better 
success. The atomizing process, how- 
ever, with super-heated steam in com- 
bination, is accepted as the true solution 
of the difficulty. It is observed that 
the dryer the steam the greater is the 
power ami the present purpose is to 
turn the pipe supplying steam directly 
through the furnace so that the com- 
bination with the oil shall take plnce 
after the steam has been heated to the 
highest degree attainable. As yet the 
mechanism employed is of a very crude 
character, but it is susceptible of a per- 
fection which shall set at rest all ques- 
tions concerning the feasibility of prac- 
tical application. Said a prominent 
official of the Pennsylvania railroad 
company: "Workmen have commenced 
to put the new apparatus into the 
Matthiesseh's steam sugar refinery, 
where they have thirteen boilers, and 
within a month we shall have a loco- 
motive running to Philadelphia." 

THE GO VERNEENT HOSPITA LS. 

After quoting the Drummond reso- 
lution the Nanaimo Free Press says: — 
We strongly incline to the opinion that 
the proposed change in the manage- 
ment of hospitals will not work in tho 
interests of those beneficial institutions. 
The tendency will be strong towards 
making them government institutions, 
and as such the private interests and 
contributions will be reduced to almost 
nothing. The resolution is certainly 
strangely worded for it says the Royal 
Hospital of Victoria, New Westminster 
and Nanaimo. Can it apply to Nanai- 
mo, for we have no Royal Hospital 
here; the. institution in this city is not 
known by such a courtly appelation. 
The original resolution only called for 
the Royal Hospital at Victoria, which 
was negatived by a single vote. It iB 
to bo hoped that tho principle of tho 
resolution will not be extended to this 
city for it will materially impair the 
usefulness of the present institution. 
Why was not the Cariboo hospital in- 
cluded in the resolution 1 It is appar- 
ently only a slap at Victoria over the 
shoulders of Nanaimo and New West- 
minster.

Assisted Immigration. 

Correspondence between the Imperial 
and Dominion gobermnents as to assist- 
ing emigration from Ireland to the Can- 
adian Northwost was brought down to the 
Senate on tho 8tli ult. Tho correspon- 
dence is confined to a project for the set- 
tlement of Irish families on tho fertilo 
plains of the Northwest. The cost of re- 
moving an immigrant family consisting of 
parents and three children from tho port 
of embarkation to Winnipeg may now bo j 
taken at about £40, subject to a certain 
increase for their transport thence to thoir 
farm lot. Tho dwelling and eight acres 
of land prepared for crop with seed may 
bo estimated at from £155 to £40. Some 
provision for the family might be required 
on thoir arrival, but the wages of tho man 
ought to suffice for tho support of his 
family till his crop is harvested, after 
which tho immigrant may be regarded as 
self-sustaining. Tho Canadian Govern- 
ment provides each settlor with a free 
grant of 1C0 acres, subject only to a patent 
fee of £2. Tho settler can only secure 
tho preemption of 100 acres adjoining at 
tho current price and usual conditions. 
For tho reimbursement of the outlay for 
transport anil for establishing the immi- 
grant upon his farm it is suggested that 
tho Canadian Government would pro- 
vide that tho total cost, as certified to by 
their agent and acknowledged by tho 
settler, should form a first charge on tho 
land, payablo by certain annual instal- 
ments with interest. Lord Kimborly ac- 
knowledged the receipt of the correspon- 
dence and promised to forward it to tho 
Irish government for their consideration.

If the local 
magistrates are not competent to say when 
and where a licensed house is required 
within their respective districts, surely a 
perfect stranger like tho Superintendent 
of Polico cannot bo competent. Gentle- 
men of tho Local IIouho amend the pre- 
sent law and allow the magistrates the 
control of the licenses within thoir own 
districts. " 

Theft ok Shirts.— Tho wretch that 
would rob a City Councillor who devotes 
Iub timo, energy and moans to tho sorvioo 
of tho municipality, deserves to be exe- 
orated. Yesterday afternoon a Chinaman 
stole from the door of Scotch House a 
package containing nine Baltic shirts and 
made oil' with thorn. He was seen by a 
neighbor's young man, and was followed 
through Broad street as far as Cormorant 
whore he disappeared. The polico, who 
were notified, made diligent search for 
tho culprit, but he got clear off. The 
package was valued at §18. 

Measles. — Tho passengers on the mail 
steamer yesterday afternoon wore detain- 
ed for a short tiino after the ship had 
reached her wharf in consequence of a 
case of measles being on board. Dr. 
Matthews, the health officer, sent for Dr. 
Trimble to consult with him in the case, 
which was finally pronounced to bo one of 
measles, and tho passongors, together 
with a policeman, hotel-keeper and re- 
porter, who had boarded tho vessel, wero 
allowed to land. 



The chief exhibitors of British pianos 
at the Melbourne Exhibition are the cele- 
brated firm of Messrs. John Brinsmcad 
and Son, who, by the way, at the recent 
Sydney Exhibition, gained tho highest 
award and a special mention abovo such 
eminent firms as Steinways and Chicker- 
ings, of America; Erard, Bord, Corbell, 
and Paling, of Paris; Bechstein, Bluthner, 
Gunther, Ascherberg, Lipp, Scltiedmayer, 
Ronisch, Neumeyer,Noufeld, andHolling 
Spangenherg, of Germany; and Pohlmann, 
Wornum, and Chappell, of England. 
Following up the success they havo gained 
for our country in Sydney, Messrs. John 
Brinsmead and Sons propose to oven im- 
provo thoir pianos; even if (being the 
highest) they cannot improve their posi- 
tion, for Melbourne. A few weeks ago 
they gave a public recital at St. James' 
Hall on the pianofortes now beingexhibit- 
ed at Melbourne These pianos are not 
specially manufactured for tho occasion. 
They are, indeed taken "out of stock, "al- 
though they are doubtless among the best of 
Messrs. John Brinsmead and Sons' ordi- 
nary manufacture; such, in short, as tiro 
not expressly made for exhibitions, but 
as are sold to the general public. 

The first piano is what is called a "full- 
concert grand," and is, ii^fact, tho piano 
used for concerts. It is in an oak case, 
and it has various patented improvements 
which we shall proceed to describe with, 
as far as possible, an avoidance of techni- 
calities. The "check-repeater action" 
allows each note to bo sounded as rapidly 
as the nimblest pianist can play it. Tho 
" sosteiionte sounding board " allows 
the whole sound-board to bo used instead 
of only a small portion of it, and it great- 
ly improves the sustaining and other pow- 
ers of tone. The "sound-sustaining pedal" 
allows one or mure notes, or a chord, to 
be sounded for a minute or more, tho ham- 
mers and dampers being hold from such 
notes, while the other notes can be sound- 
ed independently. 

Other pianos to bo sent to Melbourne 
are a grand, suitable for drawing-room 
use, with the sound-sustaining pedal boforo 
described, and with bridges of rovorbra- 
tion ; a short iron grand piano, a grand 
oblique piano, tho strings of which are 
placed obliquely, and which, having gain- 
ed a inedal at Philadelphia, is called the 
"Centennial Oblique;" an overstrung grand 
oblique piano with tho newly-invented 
tone renovator, which we shall presently 
describe ; and an upright iron grand. All 
those pianos have a complete iron frame 
which makes the piano last a life-time, 
and they all havo the"sostonente sounding- 
board" and the patent "chock-repeater 
action" already duaeribad, Tho special 
invention to bo exhibited at Melbourne 
is, however, the patent tono compensator 
and renovator, by which the pianoforte, 
which has hitherto been at a disadvant- 
age as compared with other stringed in- 
struments, may bo so modulated as to 
preserve a definite and equal quality of 
tone, which can easily bo renewed at any 
timo. It should be remarked that when, 
for instance, tho tone of a violin 
deteriorates through age, or from 
other causes which havo nothing to 
do with tho original soundness and per- 
fection of the instrument, tho strings 
havo to bo adjusted to a different height 
from tho body of tho instrument by means 
of a now bridge of greater height. A sim- 
ilar effect is produced by tho compensat- 
ing mechanism in those pianos ; tho 
strings pass over the top of tho compen- 
sating bars and then on to tho bridgo of 
the sounding board, and a sories of scrows 
regulate tho position of tho har3 as may 
be required for tho purpose of securing or 
restoring complete unity and fullness of 
tone, the adjusting pressure bar so con- 
trolling the pressure of the strings on tho 
bridges as to increase or diminish it at 
once. It would be difficult to attach too 
much importance to this invention, espe- 
cially as it can be applied equally well to 
the overstrung oblique and the upright as 
also to the horizontal grand pianos. An 
equally valuablo consideration is tho fact 
that after many years of service a piano 
constructed on this principle can in a few 
minutes be restored to its original purity 
and (lower of tono. 

We may add that Messrs. John Brins- 
mead and Sons have, owing to tho largo 
increase of their business, boon obliged to 
commence tho building of an extra and 
large factory at Kentish Town. Tho now 
factory will havo tivo floors, 140 foot long 
by 35 feet wide, divided into fifteen work- 
shops. The roof will form a magnificent 
flat for drying timber, this roof boing 
served by a hydraulic lift capablo of lift- 
ing or lowering two tons of wood. — Figa- 
ro, Sept. 1, 18S0.

Diving 

The Rocket diver was busy yesterday 
with tho examination of the Iredale's 
keel. A l&rgo number of pooplo 
gathered on the wharf and on board the 
vessel witnessing the operations. It may 
not bo uninteresting to describe briefly 
the diving dress and gear used in sub- 
marine explorations. In the work at 
Janion's wharf a rope ladder is passed 
under the barque and fastened to tho bul- 
warks on each, side of the vessel and' is 
moved in either direction a3 required. A 
scow is moored alongside in which tho 
air pump is placed. The diving dress 
consists of a hohnot sufficiently uncouth 
looking to frighten youngsters and pooplo 
of weak nerves coming unawares upon it 
with tho diver inside. This scrows upon 
a brass collar fastened to tho upper part 
of an India rubber dress which covers the 
whole person. Tho dress is made to with- 
stand the heavy pressure of water at con- 
siderable depths by 'iron hoops in 
different parts of it. Strong canvas over- 
alls are worn outside to prevent injuries 
to the rubber as an accident co it under 
water might bo fatal to the diver. 
Heavy weights ate attached to the divor's 
sides and leaden soles to his shoes to coun- 
teract tho upward pressure of water. In 
the helmet which is the most important 
portion of the apparatus are two pieces of 
strong plato glass over the ears and an- 
other round piece fitted into a brass frame 
over tho eyes. A strong hose is attached 
to tho uack of the hohnot and this passos 
under the arm and is fastoncd to the dress 
on tho breast. This communicates with 
tho air pump worked by two men. When 
all is ready the helmet is put over tho 
head and secured firmly to tho collar. Tho 
diver then steps over tho side of tho soow 
down into the water. Before being sub- 
merged the piece over the eyes is secured 
into tho helmet and the air pump at once 
commences its duty of keeping up a sup- 
ply of air, tho exhausted portion of which 
passes off through a valve for that pur- 
pose. He now goes down to his work 
and can stay at it in comparatively shal- 
low water for half an hour or more. Two 
men rcgulato the hose and rope, it code of 
signals being communicated fromthodiver 
by moans of the latter. As soon ashe comes 
to the surface he is relieved of the eye 
piece and afterwards of tho holmot. He 
reports ami preparations are then made 
for another descent, and so tho work goes 
on. 

So far no damage has been discovered 
beyond the displacement of a small pieco 
of copper from the vessel's forofoot which 
tho diver himself can repair. The star- 
board sido has yet to bo examined. 

Tho Syndicato Lands. 

Tho Toronto Mail has roason to believe 
that tho arrangements to bo mado by tho 
syndicate for tho sale of their lands in- 
clude terms very favorablo to tho settler. 
It is stated that the lands will bo sold at 
from §2 to 82.50 per acre, and that half 
tho purchase money will bo returned when 
the lands arc put under cultivation. In 
fact this arrangement will not the com- 
pany about ono dollar per acre on thoir 
lands. Of course tho oxpensu of immi- 
gration business will be great, and this 
with other expenses will naturally reduce 
tho net value of tho lands to the company. 
But on the whole ono dollar per acre is as 
much as they will receive, supposing them 
to get tho best available prico originally 
fixed for thoir lands.

Such carelessness and indifferenco as are 
manifested on all sides and especially in 
the classic precincts of Chinatown aje invi- 
tations to the fire fiend to make a meal of 
tho wooden shanties and, perhaps, top off 
with more important buildings. Yester- 
day one of the City Councillors discovered 
a stovepipe projecting through the sido of 
a Chinese store on Cormorant street, just 
whore the new brick building is about to 
spring up. From tho pipe poured smoke 
in unceasing volume, whilo there flapped 
in tho wind a pioco of gauzy cotton with 
which tho walls of the building are lined. 
Moro favorablo inducements for a blazo 
were never held out. The Councillor di- 
rected tho attention of tho Superinten- 
dent of Police to tho fact and a summons 
will be issued. 

New Brick Block.— It is said that Mr. 
John Russell, of Springfield, Esquimalt 
road, will shortly proceed to call for ten- 
dors for the erection of a handsome two- 
story block of brick buildings on his lot 
at tho S.W. corner of Johnson and Gov- 
ernment streets. The buildings will ox- 
tend along Government streot as far south 
as tho Arcado restaurant and west along 
Johnson.to Shotbolt's brick block. The 
corner is one of the vory best situated for 
business purposes in tho city and the 
buildings to bo erected thereon will com- 
mand a high rout. 

New Premises. — The mercantile house 
of J. H. Todd & Son will bo removed to 
the S. E, corner of Yates and Wharf 
streots in tho course of a few days. 
These premises aro vory commodious and 
conveniently situated to tho public land- 
ing- <> 

Pilot Suspended. — The Pilot Board 
met yesterday, and after hearing evidonco 
suspended Pilot Thompson, who was in 
charge of tho barque Iredalo when sho 
touched on a rock in this harbor, for 
twelve months.

Lotter from Ottawa. 

[From an Occasional Correspondent.] 
The great Syndicate debate is over in 
both houses and the country breathes 
with moro freedom. The opposition in 
the Semite was feeble and in courso of 
debatp Ex-Secretary of State Scott let 
11 cat out of the bag with regard to the 
Island Railway. In reviewing tho 
course adopted by the conservative op- 
position of 1875, he alluded to the de- 
feat of the Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
Railway Bill, and accused them of be- 
ing the cause, stating at the same 
time that bo approved of the course 
taken by the Senate nt that timo. 
Hero is a nice confession by a former 
Minister of tho Crown. It shows the 
hollow and double-faced manner in 
which the Liberal Government dealt 
with the affairs of the Pacific Pro- 
vince 

Mr. ScottV remarks of course brought 
on him the scathing rebuke of Senators 
Cornwall and Macclonald. 

One feature in the debate is worthy 
of remark in connection with the rights 
of Vancouver, that is, whenever any 
allusion was made to the defeat of the 
Island Railway it brought forth ap- 
plause from the government side, 
which indicates clearly that so far 110 
policy on this subject has been matured 
by the government. Since I wrote to 
you last week on the ridiculous Bunster 
vote on that subject, I have reason to 
think that the government and the 
Houso looked on the thing as ajoke, as 
is done on all matters connected with 
the member for Vancouver. That kind 
of thing may be fun for the House of 
Commons, but it is death to the inter- 
ests of the [si and. A butt is a good 
articlo in its place, and when refined is 
amusing in society, but a leaky butt is 
not much use after tho exposure of a 
session when a rainy day comes on, 
and in parliament a butt ress is moro 
required than a butt. 

The amendment to tho railway tic t 
will provoke the next largest discussion 
in Parliament as to some extent it 
limits and explains some of the clauses 
in the syndicate contract. 

The budget is expected down next 
week; this marks an important era in 
sessions, but this year little curiosity is 
attached to the matter, it being well 
understood that there are to bo no ma- 
terial tariff changes. 

The supreme court is not popular and 
is frequently attacked by different 
members who advocate its abolition. 

The member for Vancouver is still 
leading the forlorn hope and carrying 
round his petition for the lieutenant- 
governorship for signature. The pe- 
tition docs not recommend, it merely 
asks the government to take his claim 
into consideration. 

It is rumored that the Premiers of 
GreatBrituin and Canada have come to 
some understanding. Canada wants 
immigration, and England likes to have 
able diplomats at hand. If Gladstouo 
will send out good land leaguers, Sir 
John will send Bunster to Gladstone 
as a candidate for the Throne of Bul- 
garia or Montenegro, whichever falls 
vacant first, and no doubt he would 
adorn the office. The costume of the 
country, a high fez or hat, a short 
sword with jewelled kilt, a hilt of 
Servian fabric witli golden spurs would 
lend grace to his stalwart form. The 
other report is that tho Columbia Gov- 
ernor will be some one fit to receive 
and entertain strangers, and who can 
speak grammatically and write his 
name — such as Hon. Mr. McDougall or 
Mr. O'Connor. 

The fine, dry cold weather of the last 
threo months lias br iken up, and now 
we are having a strong thaw and high 
wind, O. P. Q. 



Sir Lioaard , Xilloy's Budgot Speech.

* * * The. statistics of the finan- 
cial year closed on tho 30th June, 1880, 
were first deal twith.-The apparent deficit 
of that year, was .§1,900,000, but if 
the tariff' had not been changed and a 
large sum brought into the treasury in 
advance of tho year's consumption, tho 
deficit of the year 1878-9 would, as we 
have said, have been £3, 200,000. The 
change in tho tariff produced §1,300,- 
000, which was actually due to tho 
revenue of 1880 81, and not to tlie year 
1878-9,and as a matter of fact the year 
closed on June 30tlt, 1880, 3hows an 
actual deficit of 8213,228. If we de- 
duct the sum p iid to the Irish fund, 
$100,000, and the sum for the Indians, 
§200,000, there would have been in 
fact 11 surplus of a small sum instead 
of a deficit of §213,228. The esti- 
mated revenue of tho current year is 
large — in all §27,080,000, including 
§17,000,000 of customs revonue, in- 
stead of §1"),300,000 last year. Tho 
estimated expenditure is §2.1,573,394, 
leaving for the current year ending 
30th Juno, 1881, a surplus about of 
§2,000,000. 

For the year ending June 30th, 1882, 
the estimates are also cheerful in the 
highest degree.' They tiro in bulk as 
follows: Estimated revenue, §27,800, 
000: estimated expenditure, §26,389,- 
896; estimated surplus, §141 ; 0M. The 
estimates of expenditure for the. year 
ending 30th June, 1882, are, as wo 
pointed out in a previous issue, of a 
vory generous character. They include 
large sums for public works in all parts 
of the Dominion, for the encourage- 
ment of foreign trade, and 
for tin; development of the country. 
The National Policy is not to be dis- 
turbed. The tariff is not to be altered, 
except in some slight matters where an 
alteration is necessary to perfect the 
policy, and to give greater protection 
still to national industries; We are 
glad to observe that tho Minister does 
not presently propose to utilize even 
the largest available surplus to lessen 
any protection that the public indus- 
tries now enjoy. It will do this coun- 
try no harm, us the Finance Minister 
points out, to have for two or three 
years even extraordinary surpluses, for 
it tne tariff operates as in tho past, and 
the country progresses with propor- 
tionate rapidity, the surplus of the 
year 1S82, may be nearer threo mil- 
lions than a million and a half. The 
present tariff has succeeded, not only as 
a revenue tariff', but in the highest 
degree as a protective tariff. Every 
industry in the country has had its own 
rapid ratio of increase. There is an 
increase of nearly two thousand per- 
sons employed in tho cotton trado 
alone. There has been an increase of 
§1,750,000 in the production of cotton 
factories. There has been an increase, 
of course, in the import of the raw 
material, and this has been accomplish- 
ed without raising tho price of the 
manufactured articles. Sir Leonard 
Tilley's statement on this point will be 
read with interest. Again, 340,000 
tons of coal more than ever has been 
consumed, including over 250,000 tons 
of Nova Scotia coal. There has been 
in eighteen months an increase of 
§2,000,000 in the produce of woollen 
goods, and an increase of '§807,297 in 
hides, tho value of which in manu- 
factures, including labor, is$l, 014,000. 
Also an increase of at least §1,000,000 
in the proxlucts of iron, ic. * * * 

Tho calculation that thore has been at 
least an increase of §0,500,000 in -the cap- 
tal employed in public industries, and 
there havo been at least 14,000 additional 
men, heads of families in many cases, em- 
ployed in the last eighteen months, is a 
calculation which may bo disputed, but 
which will probably'bo considorod as un- 
der the mark by those who entertain 
strong views as to the favorablo effect of 
tho tariff. 

On the subject of tho effect of the tariff 
on tho agricultural classes Sir Loonard's 
facts are very suggestive. On wheat, oats, 
fruit, bacon, hams, and in fact all tho mis- 
cellaneous products of the farm, the effect 
of tho tariff has been favorable to tho 
farmer. 

The idea that our export trado via St. 
Lawrence is going to be ruined is disposed 
of by tho following figures of our exports 
of grain from Montreal: — In 1878, 0,743,- 
771 bushels; 1879, 9,439,727 bushels; 
1880,11,148,590 bushels. The objection 
that our trado with England was going to 
bo "ruined" is settled by -the fact that our 
trade with England has increased. The 
contention that England would resent 
our policy is dissipated by the friendly 
relations between the two countries. Tho 
pretence that our securities would bo 
injured disappears when it is seen Ulat 
our securities aro higher than over beforo 
in the London markets, Tho objection 
that tho national policy would shake the 
foundations of tho confederation was 
dealt with in a very skilful manner. 

The budget speech of this year was, it 
will bo seen, a comprehensive address on 
tho whole business of the country. Not 
a single aspect of our trade, commerce 
and finance was omitted from the speech 
Towards tho close the Minister dealt with 
the general aspoct of tho public prosperi- 
ty; with tho increase of bank doposits by 
318,500,000, tho incroaso in railway re- 
ceipts by §5, 452,000, and tho decrease in 
the sum of bankruptcies. His statements 
on these points wore carefully prepared 
He settled the question of "enormous' 
taxation by taking the increase of the 
population in tho last decade at the same 
proportion of increase that took placo in 
tho previous decade, and showing that in 
fact the country is paying a less percont- 
ago of taxation per head than was pairi 
from 1873 to 1876. Thero was a singular 
appropriateness in tho reflection,. at the 
close of the speech that tho wave of pros- 
perity was too certain to bo avoided, and 
and that it would submerge those who 
foolishly placed themselves in tho way to 
protest in vain against the advancing 
tido.
